The signatures of five 
of our leading business men have prov- 
ed so potent that they liavo changed 
the entire policy of the Government, 
upset ResponBiblo (Jovernnient and 
weigh heavier in the political scale than 
twenty-five members of the Legislature 
and an Act of Parliament to boot. 
Since when did the leader of tho Gov- 
ornment imbibe so great a rnspect for 
popular petitions that five signers can 
affect him more in 1879 than nine hun- 
dred did in 1874; or docs tho existence 
of the card confirm the Premier's boast 
that he could "get a petition signed in 
Cariboo to hang twenty men?" Times 
are siirely out of joint when a Govern- 
ment tliat has been guilty of illegal 
practices and constitutional incon.sis- 
tencies can shelter itself from 
popular indignation behind a card 
signed by five business men who owe 
their failure to receive certain sums due 
them to the refusal of that Govern- 
ment to pay the duly certified warrant 
of its creditors on the Treasury. That 
is the true state of the case so far as 
the signers of the card are concerned. 
Had the Finance Minister honored the 



drafts of bis superior oSicer Bked 
Brothers A* Co. would not have been 

indebted to the signers to the ex- 
tent of a single farthing. Tiio 
signers of the card, after ollVring 
themselves n.s vicarious siiflerers for 
the sins of the CJovernment, go on to 
condemn the " repeated attacks and 
misrepresentations of 2'he Colonist, as 
they * * * are calculated to materially 
interfere with the future suceess of tlie 
main work." The particular "attacks 
and misrepresentations" to which the 
card refers aro not nientiojted; but in- 
asmuch as much of the ilala on which 
our articles were based was furnished 
by two of the sii/mra we can scarcely 
believe that they have branded as false 
and mi.scliiovous their own statcment.s. 
Further: if the signers will turn to tho 
leading article in yesterday's Stamlunl 
they will find that the editorial of that 
paper, so far from declaring that the 
articles of this journal are "calculated 
to materially interfere with the suc- 
cess of the main work," acknowl- 
edges that we have roused the- 
Government to action and life, and 
produced a result which, to the 
signers of tlic card at least, 
should be satisfactory. The re- 
peated urging of members of tho 
House proved ineffectual for twelve 
months J bub two broadsides from The 
Colonist (see Standard of yesterday) 
caused them to display an amount of 
energy and vitality that they were 
scarcely tliought capai.'le of. We don't 
blame the signers of the card for in- 
ducing the Government to follow the 
course they have; but we do blanio them 
fpr not making the stories "lit." As 
the case stands, the organ on its second 
page acknowledges tliat tho Govoi-n- 
Qient are indebted to The Colonist for 
advice which has inaterially assisted 
them in their operations, and on tho 
third page of the same paper tho sign- 
ers say the attacks of The Colonist are 
calculated to injure the drydockschomc! 
Which is correct] Both cannot he. 



assert that i[r. Adiu.ms is a "traitor 
to his constituents but wo did say 
tiiat he had neglected their interests in 
blindly supporting a Government that 
from fii"st to last had shown Nanaimo 
the cold shoulder and cruelly deceived 
her and her member. Take the Con- 
stitution Amendment Act of 1878 as 
an example. Mr. Abrams came down 
that Session committed to secure two 
members for Nanaimo and pledged to 
support no Government that would 
not accoi"d them. The Government intro- 
duced ameasurewith that purpose, osten- 
sibly. The Bill was passed and became 
law, I\Ir. AiiRAMs being an assenting 
party. Months afterwards, when the 
Statutes were printed, a remarkable 
discovery was made. It was found that 
only in the event of the death or re- 
signation of one of tho members for 
Kootenay or Cowichau would Nanai- 
mo's reasonable demands bo met. Wo 
exposed tho trick — for such it undoubt- 
edly was; showetl how the wool had 
been pulled over the eyes of the mem- 
ber for Nanaimo, aiid urged him and 
his constituents to insist on a full 
measure of justice being meted out to 
the district. At tho recent Session ap- 
peared Mr. Adra.ms. Ono of his first 
acts went to show that he had profitted 
by The Colonislfs expose, for he intro- 
duced a Bill to amend the Act of the 
previous Session and secure Nanaimo 
two members. The Bill was passed 
and is now law — Mr. Abrams not be- 
ing under the slightest obligation to 
the Government for the concession. 
Yet he still continues to support tiie 
Government Later on in the Session 
Air. AuRAJis introduced a clause amend- 
ing tho Municipalities Act and ex- 
tending the franchise in Nanaimo. 
What followed ? The Government cats 
played with the Nanaimo mouse day 
after day until the very last day of the 
Session, when an adjournment was 
sprung and Mr. Abrams' clause was 
clawed by them in the following man- 
ner:

"Mr. Auuam.s — 1 shall oppose that — 
I shall oppose that. 

"Mr. Smithe thought the Bill niiglit 
be finished; but the motion to adjourn 
was carried."

The first pnpnr in the Province to 
denounce the grant of 81500 to the 
Victoria Municipality was the Niiuaimo 
Free Press. In its isauo of March 'Jfjth 
last it pointed out liow e.xti-einely ur.- 
fair it would be to load Victoria City 
down with favors whilst Nanaimo was 
left to struggle along " without even a 
shilling."

1 told 
the num, 'No quarter, boys, and ro- 
member yesterday.' And tliny did 
knock them about, killing them all 
ovei- the place.*' — (Captain D'Arcy.) 
"I'^or fully seven miles I ciia.sed two 
coUuiuis of the enemy, who tried to es- 
enpo over the I'involozi, but 1 came 
beforehand and pushed tliein oft' the 
road. Tlioy fairly ran like bucks, but 
1 was after tliem like a whirlwind, and 
shooting inij('s;iantly into the tliick col- 
umn, wliicli could not have been less 
than 5,000 strong. They became ex- 
hausted, and Hhooting tiiein down would 
have taken too much tirno ; so we took 
tho assegais from the dead men, and 
rusiied among the living, stabbing 
tliem riglit and left with fearful re- 
venge for the mi.sfortuiic of the 18th 
ult.

London, July 20. — Published .statis- 
tics show that the movement for re- 
duction in the output ia spreading in 
the cotton districts. In addition to 
the depression at Blackburn and Old- 
ham already reported, 450,000 spindles 
nt present are stopped out of an aggre- 
gate of two million. One quarter of 
the looms at Preston are also stopped. 
At Accrinton work is very irregular, 
particularly in the weaving department; 
6000 spindles are idle in two mills, be- 
sides numerous stoppages. In Liegh 
district 123,000 spindles are working 
on short time and 140,000 are stopped 
altogether. In HasMnden diatricfc 7400 
spindles and 1100 looms are idle. 

London, July 20. — French five per 
cents never before reached their present 
height. A large portion of tho recent 
advance may bo attributed to what is 
regarded as the downfall of linperial- 
ism. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, July 20 — The following let- 
ter written by Prince Jerome Napoleon 
to ex-Kmpress Eugenie, June 2G, after 
mass here for tiio Prince Imperial, is 
published: — Madam — -I have just come 
from service at the church of St. Au- 
gustine for my bravo and unfortunate 
cousin, r am profoundly moved and 
desirous of expressing my mournful 
sympathy for your Majesty. 

Paris, July 20. — The Chamber of 
Deputies, by a vote of 3fi3 tb 160, pass- 
ed Jules Ferry's second Educational 
Bill, wliicli provides for excluding the 
religious f^lenient from the Superior 
Council of Education. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Bi KXOH Aybes, June 25, via Lisbon.

Gen. Codoy, the Paraguayan insurgent 
leader, and I'ariiguayan troops have re- 
capturiMl the town of Puiiiatia. 

I'ORT AU PRINCE. 
Ni:w York, July 19. — Stephen, 
Preston, Minister of Hayti to this 
country, received a cable dispatch from 
Port au Prince as late as the 18th in.st. 
informing hiin of the condition of poli- 
tical afl'airs in the Haytien republic. 
Quiet had been restored but at a cost 
of a considerable number of lives. 

MEMPHIS. 
Mk.mi'iiis, July 20 (evening). — Ten 
now cases of fever wore reported to the 
board of health to-day. Four persons 
have died of fever since last night. 
There are several other eases of fever 
in the city which will bo reported to 
the board of health to morrow. The 
city authorities are sending poor peo- 
jile out of the city, having made 
arrangements to get lialf rate fares over 
the Loui.svillo ami Nashville road. 

PACIFIC COAST. 
.San Francisco, July 19. — Bodio has 
declared a dividend of one dollar per 
share, the first dividend from the new 
ore body. 

The assessments on Bullion and Ex- 
chctjuer wore rescinded. The com- 
mittees, however, announce their in- 
tention of proceeding with the inves- 
tigation. 

THE WRECK. 
Halifa.x, July 20. — The Govern- 
ment steamer Glendon arrived at 1.13 
p.m. from Sable Island with 79 persons 
from the wrecked steamer State of Vir- 
gina, being all the passengers on board 
of her. 

DELAYED JISPATCHES. 

UNITED STATES. 
WASiliNCiTON, July 12. — A compari- 
son between the issues of stamps, 
stamped envelopes and postal cards for 
1878 and 1879 shows the total value of 
this year's issues is .$29,539,050, an in- 
crease of §97 1,816 over tho value of 
last year. Tiicre is a decrea.se in tho 
value and number of newspaper and 
periodical stamps and stamped envel- 
opes and wrappers. There were 221,- 
807,000 postal cards issued— an in- 
crease of more than 10 per cent. The 
increase in the value of sales to the 
public between the two years i8?l,003,- 
298. 

Nkw Yoric, July 16. — It is stated 
by the Northern Pacific Railroad Co., 
that the rapid development of Wash- 
ington Territory and the demand for 
railroad facilities have determined 
them to commence the construction of 
the road from the Columbia river east- 
ward to Pen d'Oroillo lake, a distance 
of 200 miles. They accordingly issued 
a circular calling for an additional 
$2,000,000. The subscriptions closed 
yesterday, the entire amount having 
been taken by stockholder.^. The con- 
struction will begin as soon as the line 
can bo located. Ton thousand tons of 
stool rails were purchased to-day for 
this road.

Th6 advantages aflbrded by Texas 
and Now Zealand to those who wish to 
leave the old country have been fully 
set forth in your columns, and now, 
with your permission, I will call atten- 
tion to tho claims of British Columbia. 
The resources of this country are very 
great in tho settled portions of Van- 
couver Island. All tlie common cer- 
eals are produced abundantly, wheat 
yielding ordinarily from 30 to 40 bush- 
els per acre; oats producing froijuently 
as much as 60 bushels, while potatoes, 
turnips, and carrots grow to a great 
size, and hops are known to produce 
from 1,200 to 2,000 Ib.s. per acre. 
Peaches grow in favored spots, and 
apples, pears, plums, cherries, raspber- 
ries, (fee, grow spontaneously, Of fish 
there is a great variety. The salmon 
ranks first, the Eraser River canned 
salmon being one of the best in the 
market. During the salmon season 
one of these fi.sh weighing lOibs. may 
be bought at Victoria for one shilling. 
There is the peet, a rcd-fleshed trout, 
frequenting the large lakes, in weight 
about 201bs. ; also the salmon trout, 
and every variety of herrings, shell 
fish, ic. In fact, the rivers and lakes 
literally swarm with them. The beasts 
of tho chase found in British Colum- 
bia are varied and numerous. The griz- 
zly bear, tho black-tailed deer — good 
venison — the large western stag or elk, 
are vory numerous in tho interior of 
Vancouver. On the coast there are 
great varieties of Douglas fir, common- 
ly called ])ino. It grows to the height 
of from 150 to 200 feet, and 
attains a thickness of five to 
eight feet at the butt. The 
spruce-fir is plentiful. It is smaller 
than the Douglas fir, but still a titan. 
The hemlock spruce is also a largo tree. 
There are also the Scotch fir, which 
grows from 25 to 50 feet in height, 
and one foot in diameter; the maple, 
which attains the height of 70 feet; 
the alder, which grows to 30 or 40 feet 
in height, and others too numerous to 
mention. Vancouver Island is re- 
nowned as pos.sessing rich stores of 
coal of a quality unequalled by any 
yet found in the American Pacific 
States or territories. Nanaimo is the 
principal place under development. 
There are otlier minerals found in the 
island. Iron ore has been discovered 
in great quantity, and gold has been 
found in a district extending over sev- 
eral thou.sand miles of country. W^ith- 
in twelve years nearly five millions 
sterling worth of gold have been ex- 
ported. A well-devised law for estab- 
lishing free schools, unsectarian in 
character, throughout the province is 
now in force. Tho land .system of jire- 
emption is very liberal. Every male 
person of eighteen years of age, being a 
British subject, can take up 160 acres, 
during the term of four years. Ho 
must work every three months to the 
value of 2 dola. 50 cents, per acre. This 
payment, if required, may extend in 
equal instalments over a period of four 
years, and then he will receive his cer- 
tificate. The upset price of land for 
agricultural purposes is fixed at 1 dol. 
per acre. The varied climate and capa- 
bilities of the several sections of the 
country and the general salubrity and 



proved fertilitjr of the whole, all com- 
bine to recommend it as a future home 
for thoso who weary of the Old World 
are bent on seeking a wider field for 
the expansion of their energies amid 
fresh fields and pastures new. Hav- 
ing lived in Victoria for twenty years, 
I shall be glad to give any further in- 
formation that may be required.

A Bylaw to2)rohibit (he erection of Wooden 
Buildiiu/s within c^ain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That auoh part of tho City bounded 
on the North by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
Bro.itl street and on the West by tlio 
Wtitor Froiitiige be lierobj" declared with- 
in the Fire Liiiiita of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centre of Broiid shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
.such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and [larty Walla 
shall also extend to same huiglit above 
Wall Plato of Roof. Hoofs sliall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Firo and tbo Walls shall 
bo so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tlio apox of Roof sltould exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then the Baot must bo 
covered with such material as will aflurd 
protection against Fire. In the case of 
Gables tho Walls are to bo carried up to 
the full huiglit of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in this 
Section, .shall not include Privies or 
Slieds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stono, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building witliin the 
said Firo Limits shall not bo altered or 
changed without the written j^ermission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Firo 
Department, approved hy a majority of 
tlie Firo Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully tlio alterations or changes re- 
([uired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will bo made by tho pro- 
posed change or alteration in tho size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or .alterations 
will increase tho value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on lilc in the 
ofHce of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Firo 
Limits shall bo removed except to a pop. 
tion of the same lot on M'hich it stands or 
to a point outside tho Fire Limits. 

0. V>'henever any building shall bo by 
any moans so much injured as to bo, in 
tho judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Woodon 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Firo Wardens, be 
damaged by fire to the extent of ono-half 
or more of its .actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice retiuiring suoh person to romovo 
tho same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to bo not less than eighteon inches in thick- 
ness and not loss than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twolvo 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings — 
Foundations to be not less than twenty-: 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gravel, aa 
the case m.ay bo. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to bo not less than sovoncoou inches 
thick; first floor not less than twolvo 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating ftny 
of tlie provisions of this Bylaw sjiall bp 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ton or inoro than ono hundred 
dollarfl, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shaU be dopmed 
a new offence and punished accordinglyi 

9. The Chief Engineer of tho Victoriii 
Fire Department and tho Fire Wardens 
are required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com-' 
plaints in the Police Court fop vjoltttton 
tlieroof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes aa " Tlie Bylaw for Prohibiting 

tho Erection of Woodon Buildings, 1879." 
Passed tho Municipal Council this 
Sixteontli day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
